The closing of Guantanamo 
would, by its very nature, require 
an evaluation of all of the locations 
where the United States is holding 
security prisoners, because Guan- 
tanamo derives much of its infamy 
from what it has wrought: Guan- 
tanamo was the testing ground for 
coercive interrogation techniques. 
Torture was exported to other facil- 
ities from there. 

In the spring of 2003, Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld 
explicitly approved 24 interroga- 
tion techniques for Guantanamo, 
including “dietary manipulation,” 
“environmental manipulation,” 
“sleep adjustment” and “isolation,” 
all of which had been previously 
prohibited by US law and explicit

But the story is much bigger—and 
more troubling—than what those 
photos depict. Consider this: Since 
December 2002, 108 people have died 
in US custody, according to Pentagon 
figures. Of these deaths, no less than 
28 were criminal homicides, the 
Defense Department acknowledges. 
The victims were tortured to death. 

An official investigation into the 
cases of two young men who were 
beaten to death at a US-run facility in 
Bagram, Afghanistan, revealed that 
more than two-dozen soldiers were 
involved in these deaths. The inter- 
rogators believed that they could devi- 
ate from the well-tested rules because, 
as one said, “There was the Geneva 
Conventions for enemy prisoners of 
war, but nothing for terrorists.” 

Despite the benefits of doing so, the 
prospect of Guantanamo being closed 
any time soon is unlikely. Last week, 
Vice President Dick Cheney said of the 
prison: “What we're doing down 


“There will be no competition,” he 
says.

there has, I think, been done perfectly 
appropriately.” And yet, the vice pres- 
ident’s assertion flies in the face of 
leaked FBI and International Red 
Cross reports, as well as comments by 
a former US military translator, who 
published his observations of detainee 
mistreatment and sexual humiliation. 

What can be done when there is 
such a discrepancy between the facts 
and the official interpretation of them? 
Ina democracy, the best way to deal 
with this is openness: Congress should 
authonze the creation of an indepen- 
dent, bipartisan commission to con- 
duct a thorough investigation of US 
detention and interrogation policies 
worldwide. This would allow the 
United States to assess what went 
wrong and why and to recommend 
corrective action. 

Until Congress does this, Guan- 
tanamo and the other US detention 
centers will continue to serve as the 
symbol of America’s tarnished repu- 
tation.

On February 19, 2004, the Ministers of National Defence 
and Veterans Affairs announced a recognition program for 
Canadian veterans who served as test subjects in chemical 
warfare agent experiments between the 1940s and the 1970s. 

Eligible veterans can receive a one-time tax-free 
payment of $24,000 in recognition of their service to 
Canada. This amount is in addition to any disability 
pension benefits to which they may also be entitled. 

Those eligible for payment under the program are 
members or former members of the Royal Canadian 
Navy, Canadian Army, Royal Canadian Air Force or the 
Canadian Forces, who volunteered and participated as a 
test subject at:

Where eligible veterans are deceased, the executor of an 
estate that is still open——or the primary beneficiary of the 
veteran’s will where the estate is fully dispersed——may 
submit an application. In those cases where an eligible 
veteran died without a valid will, the last unremunerated 
adult person(s) ordinarily residing with the veteran at the 
time of the veteran’s death may also apply for the one- 
time, non-taxable payment of $24,000. Healthcare givers, 
housekeepers and other individuals paid to provide 
services to these veterans are not eligible to receive this 
ex gratia payment.

HOME TO GAY, STRAIGHT AND

Most importantly, it was a confir- 
mation that the world didn’t have to 
be the way it was. Flashback was the 
proof. Within those Walls, anew 
order was being established. 
Flashback had three distinct mani- 
festations. The first Club was ina 
basement on Jasper Avenue, current- 
ly known as Marg’s Upholstery. 
Cramped, hot, sweaty, and impossi- 
ble to get into, it quickly became the 
apex of the Big Onion’s non-boring 
elite. It was literally bursting at the 
seams when it moved to its most 
revered location on 104 Street (now 
transformed into luxury condos; I 
always wonder who's living on the 
dance floor, who's having sex in the 
sound booth now. Thoughts like 
these bring me much comfort.) In this 
location, the reputation of Flashback 
quickly led to international acclaim. 
The third Flashback, a short-lived 
white elephant in a cold cavern under 
the 5th Street Bridge, was a sad final 
chapter—the whimper at the end of a 
scream. The final night saw the staff 
removing tons of sound and lighting 
equipment after the last last call, in 
what must have been one of the 
wildest midnight moves in history. 
The concept for Flashback was 
born when a young John Reid, hav- 
ing finally mustered up the guts to 
come out of the closet and go to Club 
70 (now Boots & Saddle), was barred 
entry at the door because the homo 
letting people in thought he looked 
too straight. Reid, shattered by the 
exclusion, had to be signed in by a 
member willing to vouch for him.

The private club status worked 
against Flashback at times: the Club 
wasn't allowed to advertise any- 
where. So when Canadian drag icon 
Craig Russell came to town to 
launch his comeback (the one that 
ended his career), word had to be 
spread in creative ways. Enter 
Donna Marie Artuso, who as the 
new Page 8 writer kept the Flash 
gossip front and centre for those 
who cared, She was also the annual 
celebrity judge for the Mz. Gay Cup 
Pageant for a few years. (She 
stopped accepting our invitation 
when a severed head won the 
pageant. She felt that was in bad 
taste, even for us. For the record, the 
severed head performed “These 
Boots Are Made For Walking” for 
the talent portion of the pageant.) 


WORD GETS AROUND 

The community Flashback served 
was in its infancy; as the club 
matured, so did its denizens and 
their politics. Gay rights took forever 
to catch on in Alberta, but they were 
always front and centre within those 
brick walls. In addition to early 
Pride Events, Flashback hosted fash- 
ion, art, and theatre fundraisers con- 
stantly. Through that exposure to 





appearing more often in the media 
being the camera magnets that they 
were. Many moved to other cities 
and ran for pageants and became 
Empresses elsewhere 

By the late 80s, Flashback had a 
reputation that spread far past 
Alberta. Graffiti Magazine put Flash- 
back on its list of the top five clubs in 
North America, calling it “Edmon 
ton’s Alternative Underground.” 
(Within a month, The Roost scooped 
the slogan, renaming its upstairs 
room.) A New York DJ wrote in Bill- 
board that it was one of the two best 
clubs in Canada. Brad Fraser set 
many scenes in “Unidentified 
Human Remains” in Flashback 
when I saw opening night in an Off- 
Broadway theatre, it thrilled me that 
now New York would hear about 
the place I loved so much. The 
Denys Arcand film version spread 
the word even wider. Celebrities 
and commoners alike who hung out 
at Flashback and then moved away 
took with them tales of amazing 
music, a dancefloor that throbbed 
for eight hours straight every Satur- 
day night, the two-hour drag shows, 
the insane bathrooms, the hot men, 
the hot chicks, that guy that danced 
with the scarf, and if they were 
lucky, the sound booth with its tens 
of thousands of records, special 
after-hours cocktails, the drag pit, 
the kitchen parties, drag queens in 
the beer fridge cooling their feet off, 
the dog that jumped off the roof, the 
party on the loading dock, the drugs, 
the way the bartenders bitched you 
out in front of everyone when you 
didn’t tip, the blowjob in the down-

way to distract people from problems 
in the gay and lesbian community— 
further proof that the media often 
fails to take gay issues all that serious- 
ly. And it’s not just the “straight” 
media. 

“Sometimes we don’t take gay 
issues all that seriously,” laughs 
Kristy Harcourt of Gaywire, Edmon- 
ton’s longest running 
lesbian/ gay /bisexual/ transgendered 
radio show (heard Thursdays at 6 pm 
on CJSR), and one of the city’s longest 
running shows period. Alongside co- 
host Chris Samuel, Harcourt works at 
shining a light on issues from a differ- 
ent perspective then the mainstream. 

“Chris and I actually disagree a 
lot,” notes Harcourt. “People would 
assume that all gay people think that 
same on issues like gay marriage, or 
other movement issues, but we do 
disagree... in a very loving way. I'm 
conservative, at least compared to 
Chris. An interesting role if you're 
me,” she notes. “In the world I'm left 
wing, but on the show I’m conserva- 
tive.” 

“Conservative,” of course, is a rela- 
tive term. While Harcourt may con- 
sider herself to be a stick-in-the-mud 
compared to Samuel, she still holds 
fiercely progressive views. Little 
wonder then that she ended up at 
CJSR, a station known for it’s cham- 
pioning of minority views; Harcourt 
is grateful for the support she’s 
received there. 

“Although the majority of people 
there, just like the listenership, are 
overwhelmingly straight, we have so 
many allies at CJSR.” 

Gaywire is a mix of music and 
serious commentary; a typical show 
might focus on current concerns (gay 
marriage, civil rights), but also areas 
that you might think lies outside the 
realm of queer concerns, like pover- 
ty, prostitution or labour issues. As 
Harcourt points out, these problems 
impact as much on her show’s con- 
stituency as on the straight commu- 
nity. “There are a lot of queer people 
who live in poverty, and a lot of 
transgendered people who live in 
poverty, so for us that’s often the gay

But in 1998, Pazira received a let- 
ter from her childhood friend, 
Dyana, with the ominous sentence: 
“You'll have to live for both of us 
now.” Desperate to find her friend, 
Pazira contacted Iranian filmmaker 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf to see if he 
could help her cross the border into 
Afghanistan. She was unable to 
enter the country to look for her 
friend, but her story became the 
basis for the movie Kandahar. 

“When we started making the 
movie, I thought it was too painful 
that I tried to help a friend I couldn't 
help” she says.

Pazira never saw Dyana again. In

WAR OF THE WORLDS 

One of the themes in the lat- 
ter half of her book is the cul- 
ture shock she gets when trav- 
eling between the Western and 
Eastern parts of the world. She 
says it’s something she’s never 
gotten over. 

“In principle, I don’t believe 
in the dichotomy of the east 
and west,” she says. “But when 


you actually go through it, they’re 
so far apart in every way.” 


She says she always comes to 


Afghanistan with grand ideas for 
improving the country. On her last 
trip, she tried to convince her cousin 
to plant a garden in the back of the 
house. She was told that there was a 
drought, and so there was no water 
to keep the plants alive. 


“1 told him, Just plant something. 


We can fix this,” she says. “I get 
really frustrated for the first few 
days because I want this place to 
work the way I’ve seen things work 
in Canada,” she says. 


But by the time she returns to 


Canada, she is so ingrained in the 
Afghanistan culture, that it takes 
her a few days to get back into her 
“Canadian head.” 


“1 give everybody a lecture about 


wasting food and resources,” she 
admits. “But then I find my way 
back into the society, and if I’m at 
the post office I complain about 
standing in a long line.” 


She says she feels privileged to be 


able to move between the East and 
the West and to be able to tell Cana- 
dians about Afghanistan, and vice 
versa. 


“It's literally like going through 


two worlds,” she says. “In some 
funny ways, I'm more of a Canadian 
when I go to Afghanistan, and I’m 
more of an Afghan when I'm here.”

SEVERAL YEARS AGO TODD SOLONDZ 
was courted as the darling of the 
Toronto International Film Festival 
on the merit of his breakthrough fea- 
ture film Happiness, a witty, intellec- 
tual, piece of work that performed a 
virtual autopsy on the American 
dream by revealing the dark 
thoughts and deeds of the average 
citizen. What made Happiness 
unique was that it was a forerunner 
of what would become a new breed 
of film, one characterised by acute 


cynicism, in which all of the charac- 
ters are prone to tainted acts as if it 
they were an inescapable part of 
human nature. 

Whether you loved or hated Hap- 
piness, it served as a thought-provok- 
ing, meditative foil to the elusive, 
squeaky-clean family propagated by 
television every night. Solondz’ droll 
wit, laced with several layers of 
irony, was refreshing in a way that 
made the audience take guilty plea- 
sure in enjoying his work. Move the 
clock forward to 2005: cynicism has 
become the fashion of our time. 
Other filmmakers like Lukas 
Moodysson and Larry Clark have all 
created portraits of contemporary 
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society that are unrelentingly bleak. 
Solondz has not lost his ability to 
provoke a reaction, judging by his 
latest outing Palindromes; it’s just that 
by the time the film is finished, the 
effect is muted because we have 
been hit over the head repeatedly, to 
the point where nothing hurts any- 
more. 

The story revolves around Aviva, 
a young girl who has a very matter- 
of-fact approach to sex. After her 
premiere encounter with a neighbor- 
hood boy makes her pregnant, 
Aviva decides she wants more than 
anything else in the world to keep 
the child. In the first of many weird 
twists of fate, Aviva’s mother (Ellen 


Barkin) is adamant that her daughter 
is to have an abortion using the same 
doctor she did when faced with 
either having a second child or, as 
she says, coping with “the bills, the 
mortgage, and the lawsuit.” Realis- 
ing that she doesn’t have a choice, 
Aviva goes through with the proce- 
dure, only to wind up feeling com- 
pletely alienated from her parents. 
Eventually, she ran away from 
home: on the road Aviva is taken 
advantage of by a truck driver, and 
later falls into the hands of a group 
of right-wing religious zealots and 
misfit children who all convocate 
around matriarch Mama Sunshine.

AMON TOBIN DOESN'T MIND MONTRE- 
al’s sweltering heat these days. He 
actually enjoys his new hometown 
quite a bit (he was born in Brazil, so 
hey, it’s cool). His hair is growing 
long and he hasn’t shaved in days, 
he says, and getting out of his studio 
to confront a Grand Prix crowd full 
of champagne-fueled, wealthy 
socialites over the weekend never 
actually crossed his mind. 

“T stayed the hell away from all 
that, man,” he softly exclaims with a 
subtle British accent he inherited 
from being based out of the UK for 
many years. “It looked like lunacy to 
me.

Granted, Tobin is a bit of a shut- 
in—a hermit of sorts—and his days 
usually don’t really start until the 
afternoon, when you'll find him 
waking up his machinery from a 
short night's repose.

IT SIMPLY SEEMS TOO UNBEARABLY 
awkward to ask Xiu Xiu’s Jamie Stew- 
art to delve deeper into the meaning of 
his new album, La Forét, or of his 
songs. Stewart is already so utterly 
bare in them, lyrically and musically, 
that it would be somewhat akin to 
asking a naked man to take off his 
skin—unnecessary and gory. 

Besides, a cursory glance at other 
Xiu Xiu media coverage reveals an 
almost grim pursuit of the source of 
the songwriter’s psychic wounded- 
ness, or else phenomenally technical 
questions and answers in that arcane 
cant which professional musicians use 
with each other. 

So we go with Tiger Beat-style as an 
opening gambit. Interview Lite. Stew- 
artis delightfully game, answering 
such deep probing queries as, “What 
is your favourite colour?” witha 
bemused laugh. 

“Black, of course,” he says, with 
absolutely no hesitation. 

Who do you think is hot?

and Strange Frames on Whyte back in April 
also felled an important part of Edmonton's 
punk rock community, While escaping most 
of the serious damage that devastated the 
building's main floor businesses, Ruckus on 
Whyte still suffered serious water and 
smoke damage, thus necessitating that the 
record store close its doors for repairs over 
the last month and a half. Now, Andréa 
Zwariwny is finally re-opening the shop with 
a special gig dedicated to getting the store 
back on its feet 


I've had to deal with all sorts of prob- 
lems,” says the owner-operator, still finishing 
off carpet and drywall issues just a few 
weeks before the re-opening. The damage 
done to her shop may be negligible in com- 
parison to the other businesses, but the cost 
{both economically and emotionally) is still 
high; thankfully, she has a few friends willing 
to help her get the shop, which is dedicated 
to punk and punk-related items, back into 
operation.

degree. So it’s a chance for people to be 
who they are.” 

Famous circuit parties include the Black & 
Blue event in Montreal, where it isn't 
uncommon for a place like the Olympic Sta- 
dium to be filled to the brim with colourful 
and enthusiastic male partygoers. 

It's something that is slightly foreign to a 
city like Edmonton where, Denison explains, 
the true renaissance of the gay scene hasn't 
been completed just yet 

“We view this as a chance to create 
another scene,” he says. “And if you build a 
scene—it's a bit cliché to say but—people 
will come. In no way are we expecting this 
to be a Black & Blue of Edmonton, but we 


expect to have a similar style and atmos- 
phere, and hopefully everyone will leave feel- 
ing they had just as much fun.” 

With a nod to the past and a wink to the 
future, the Blue Party is in no way an official 
“circuit party”. In fact, it's not even an official 
Edmonton Pride event: although they've 
gathered all the support they need from offi- 
cial festival promoters as well as associated 
venues who've let them advertise and dis- 
tribute flyers at will, it remains a “fringe” 


For Denison and the Connected crew 
(who set up the event), it's an opportunity to 
bring an integral part of underground gay 
culture to the forefront, in the hopes of 
making it a regular happening. 

“The reality is: what's ‘fringe’ in Edmon- 
ton is mainstream in other cities,” explains 
Denison. “I don’t think this kind of culture 
will ever become mainstream in Edmonton. 
But, who knows, maybe one day it will.”

John B rewrires drum ‘n’ bass conventions

FROM THE VERY BEGINNING, JOHN B 
(john B. Williams) forged a path of 
his own in drum ‘n’ bass. A critical 
darling—both in his native UK and 
abroad—from the get-go, the first 
singles that he released on DJ SS’s 
Formation and New Identity labels 
had a distinct, almost scientific distil- 
lation of the jazz and ambient styles 
of D’n’ Bat the time. Releases 
would follow for everyone from 
Grooverider’s Prototype label to 
Goldie’s Metalheadz and Fabio’s 
Creative Source. Even as those labels 
bore the fruits of his liquid funk, 
John B always maintained his Beta 
Recordings label and its subsidiaries 
as a laboratory for his new breakbeat 
science. In 2002, he turned the overt- 
ly serious world of D’n’ B on its 
head with the fun, hilarious, and 
poppy American Girls EP—the first 
release of NuElectro. By infusing his 
breaks with his love for the ‘80s and 
for synth, he created his sound of 
today. 


You release records in a genre with 
very tight conventions and a lot of 
mannerisms, channels, and tradi- 
tions. How do you see yourself 
within drum ‘n’ bass’ conventions? 
[had to conform quite a lot in the 
early days, but have managed to get 
to the stage with the image I want- 
ed, and pretty much do what I 
want. I operate on the fringes now, 
with this electro/punk-rock/’80s- 
influenced Dn’ B sound. I can do 
“normal” Dn’ B if I feel like it, or 
just do more conventional remixes 
of my tracks, or get other people to 
do them if need be, so everything 
works fine, really.

Frame under a neat, one-line description is a 
maddening, futile task.

UPON FIRST INSPECTION THE SOUND OF 
Calgary's Pitchin’ Woo could best be 
described as “old.” Aping the best indie rock 
groups of the mid-'90s, their music is a 
messy blend of the same sloppy guitars, sim- 
plistic melody structures and soft/loud drum- 
ming that made groups like Pavement 
famous, but without the same sense of 
adventure or musical joie de vivre. What 
they have inserted into their record, what is 
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good, though, is a reactionary ethos similar 
to the one that drove the movement to 
reject the idea of the “rock star” and the 
mainstream industry as a whole, In every 
way, this is an indie record that defies genre 
classification 

Combining the talents of their musical 
peers, who appear on the album as guests, 
there is an added texture that helps the 
work transcend its obvious influences, The 
inclusion of violins, banjo, slide guitars, and 
even a poem recitation give the impression 
that Pitchin’ Woo is a collective effort. 

While standout tracks like, “dali'’s 
heroes,” and “what is good” display the writ- 
ing talents of Earl Ridley and Glynnis 
Ewashen and showcases their often interwo- 
ven vocal lines—her emotive Chan Marshall- 
esque style is a perfect emotive antithesis to 
his deadpan delivery—the album's material 
is, unfortunately, not strong enough to be 
captivating and not original enough to be 
admired.

But this extensive experience doesn’t 
come easily, says Ault, underlining the 
time-and energy-intensive nature of the 
program's grueling schedule. 

“In our workshop season—September 
to the end of February—we train every 
Monday and Thursday, studying every- 
thing from dance to choral singing to 
stage presence and drama. Then we go 
into rehearsal three times a week for the

Mobile Units” are fascinatingly 
detailed, darkly comic comments on 
the ethics and nature of modern sci- 
ence and medicine (her artist’s state- 
ment describes pataphysics as “the 
science of imaginary solutions”). 
Lyndal Osborne has replicated a 
mixed-media “Garden” in the 
gallery, using natural and unnatural 
materials.

It's always amusing consuming porn in pub- 
ic, and watching the assortment of hipsters, 
curious couples, single men, suburbanites and 
tourists poring over 19th Century images of 
Victorian women with their skirts hoisted high 
while men fingered them, fucked them or 
were going go down on them, was no excep- 
tion. 

The exhibit is based on the work in the 
Mark Rotenberg collection. Ever since he 
found a deck of erotic Austrian playing cards in 
his dad’s bedside table when he was a kid, 
Rotenberg claims to be on.a “one-man mission 
to save the dying art of vintage erotica.” With 
over 100,000 images in his collection, I'd say 
he's well on his way. (For more about Roten-

From the more explicit images of the late 
19th Century to the cheesecake shots of the 
"50s, the MOSex exhibit showed the important 
role the pinup had in changing the use and the 
role of women’s bodies. 











CHEEK AND CHEESECAKE 

Aside from disproving the notion that the 
Victorians were prudes, the bizarrely quaint— 
yet hardcore—I9th Century images were lit- 
erally an exercise in stamina, as men were 
required to remain erect and participants had 
to hold still, feigning sexual pleasure during the 
long exposures required for these early pho- 
tographs. And today’s porn stars think they 
have it rough! I'm sure there weren't even any 
fluffers around back then. 

An early blueprint for today’s porn—sort 
of—French postcards popular from 1890-1930 
combined a series of four to 12 images linked 
by a thin narrative, such as a women getting 
“caught” undressing for bed. 

Postcards depicting “ethnic” women were 
popular not only because of a population that 
was raised on National Geographic magazine 
(which started in 1888), but because they 
could be sent through the mail since the cards 
didn’t depict white women. 

It was during the height of the postcard era 
that the term “cheesecake"—the dominant 
style of pinup photography until the end of the 
'S0s—was coined. 

Apparently in 1915, photographer George 
for a New York paper and had her hike up her 
skirt for the shot. The editor saw it, pro- 
claimed: “This is better than cheesecake!” 
(Also a new delicacy at the time). 

a before WWil, fail “cheesecake” era 
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a return to the classical “nude”. Women were 
often photographed in nature, with flowing 
hair and adorned with flowers. 

Around the same time, during the roaring 
20s, women won the vote, and feminists 
championed sexual openness as a path to free- 
dom and equality. Louise Brooks starred in the 
film Pandora’s Box complete with a lesbian 
scene, and erotica models addressed the cam- 
era instead of being “surprised” or spied upon. 


FROM BALLSY TO... 
FOOTBALL? 

Another swing of the pendulum brought 
with it Hay’s Code, censorship legislation 
enacted in 1934 to “clean up” Hollywood 
Around this time, Esquire magazine introduced 
“Petty's Girls"—pinup images by illustrator 
George Petty, which were full of double enten- 
dre and often accompanied by ditzy quotes. 

Pinups were becoming more feminine and 
less frank. The “dumb blonde” started to take 
over. By the time the pinup got back from 
WWII, where it undoubtedly bolstered more 
than a soldier’s spirits, images started to get 
really silly. 

The conservative '50s saw '40s Hollywood 
Glam pinup girls like Betty Gable and Lana 
Turner replaced with campy images of coy, 
buxom women holding teddy bears, poodles 
and cats, or riding bikes and playing tennis, or 
dressed as cowboys and pirates.

“Like Commies and their fighters, there 
were good girls and bad girls,” the MOSex 
show writes of the era. And Bettie Page—who 
arose as one of the decade's sex stars—was 
the bad girl poster child, That is until she found 
God on New Year's Eve in 1958, and stopped 
modeling, thus further signifying the end of the 
“cheesecake” era. 

But not before one final schwing of the pen- 
dulum. The "50s backlash set the stage for the 
sexual revolution of the '60s. 

Playboy is born. Along comes the pill. And 
the “Leave It to Beaver” gives way to the 
return of the “Beaver” shot or what | like to 
call the beginning of the “gyno-porn” era, 
when images once again become more graphic. 

Then, someone shows their nipple at a 
football game... 

The rest, shall we say, is modern history.
